last November. regarding transfer of 
the natural.resouces or, in default, to 
transier all school lands and refund 
money obtained in ‘the past from the 
saie of such lands, 

‘Attucks on the lake shippers were 
made by Premier Bracken and Mr. 
Jacob, when dealing with ‘the ‘lake 
freight rates resolution, The premier 
deilared the farmers had lost $20,000,- 
000 throug nthe increasing rates last 
fall. Mr, Jucob usserted a combina- 
tion of the most vicious nature ap- 
peared to exist, and he urged the Bo. 
minion government to act fearlessly 
and ruthlessly in destroying the pres- 
ent monopoly, 

Premier Bracken said it had been 
estimated that restoration of the 
Crow's Nest Pass agreement last year 
suved the farmers of the west * 
000,000 on freight rates, but that sav- 
ing had been practically lost through 
increased lake freight rates brought 
about by a combination of three ship- 
ping concerns and the lack of compe- 
tition and the Canadian coastal regu- 
lations. 

The producer had no say in the 
fixing of rates, The premier declar- 
ed the remedy for the situation was 
with the Dominion government and 
he thought immediate action should 
be taken,

Coulter explained that wells brought 
in on this formation are usually of the 
gusher type.

That is to say, every effort should be put forth to meet the needs of the people 
of this country through the development and use of our own natural resources, 
and thereby reduce to a minimum the volume of imported goods and supplies 
from other countries

There are, of course, numerous articles which cannot be produced in 
Canada and which must be impoftted, as, for example, cane sugar, tea, coffee, 
cotton, tropical fruits, ete. But the enormous total of imports into Canada 
ja not made up of these things which cannot be produced here, but largely 
consists of supplies which Canada can itself supply. 

Without going into details, let us devote attention to just one article— 
eon). The Dominion of Canada possesses untold wealth in coal deposits. 
On the Atlantic coast there are the great mines in. Noya Scotia; Saskatche- 
wah and -Alber‘a, particularly the latter, possess sdme of the greatest coal 
areas in the world; on the Pacific British Columbia has enormous 
wealth in coal. Notwithstanding these facts, one of the largest items in 
Canada’s import trade is coal, and tens of millions of dollars annually are 
sent to the United States to pay for coal. consumed in Canada, a constant 
drain on the Dominion which materially helps to swell the adverse balance of 
trade between the Republic and the Dominion, and operates to place te Cana- 
dian dollar at a discount across the line. 

The reason for this anomalous state of affairs is found in the fact that the 
two most populous Canadian Provinces, Ontario and Quebec, have no coal de- 
posits, and geographically these two Provinces are nearer the Pennsylvania 
coal ficlds to the south than they are to Nova Scotia on the east or to the 
Western Provinces. Consequently it is cheaper to buy Pennsylvania coal 
and transport it to Canada than it is to buy Canadian mined coal. 

For half a century, therefore, Canada has followed the lines of least re- 
sistance, and, with hundreds of millions of tons of coal in Canada, has sent 
hundreds of millions of dollars to the United States foy coal, providing em- 
ployment for men there and adding Sreaey to the wealilr and prosperity of 
that country. 

The coal'shertage in the United States last winter; and the urgent de- 
mand tn that couniry that an embargo be placed on. the export of coal to 
Canada, has awakened the people of Ontario and Quebee toa realization o: 
their precarious position in the matter of an adequate fuel supply. The 
shortage of coal in Ontario and Quebec last winter was most acute, and they 
are now endeavoring to find a solution of a problem which may recur at any 
time. 

As already stated, the obstacle in the way of using Alberta coal in the 
East is the high cost of transportatién. It is the only obstacle, and confer- 
ences are now being held between Governments and railways with a view to 
overcoming that obstacle if possible. Recent trial shipments of coal from 
the Drumheller mines at Ottawa were. charged a freight rate of $14.40 per 
ton, which is, of course, prohibitive. 

Canada hts two great railway systems serving boih East and West, and 
one of these systems is owned and operated by the people of Canada, and 
operated at a heavy loss. To reduce the freight rate on coal below the actual 
eosl of haulage and to a figure which would enable Alberta coal to compete 
successfully in Ontario with Pennsylvania coal; would increase the Joss on 
the Canadian National Railways, and the management of that system, en- 
deayoring, ae they are, to wipe out the annual deficit, could hardly be expect- 
ed tu assume such loss. Ney ertheless, Sir Henry Thornton has pledged him- 
self to do his utmost to meet the situation, and undoubtedly President Beatty 
of the C.P.R. is prepared to do the same. 

it is probable, however, that no reduction can be made in the present 
freight rate sufficiently large to overcome the handicap of geography-——the 
jong distance from the Western mines over an unproductive stretch of coun- 
try to the consumers in the East, especially as it must be borne in mind that 
most of the care hauling coal from the West to the East would have to be re- 
turned as “empties,” unless some reciprocal traffic from the East to the West 
ean be developed. If this could be effected unquestionably a substantial re- 
duction in the coal rate could be made. ‘ 

Is this great national problem beyond all solution? Have all the possi- 
bilities of solution been canvassed? If losses in coal transportation have to 
be faced, will they. not be more than offset by resultant gains? Some of 
these questions will call for consideration in a subsequent article.

New Principle in Physics . 


sai Subject to Gravity is Scientist’s 
Latest Theory 

The world today is in possession of 
a new principle in physics which 
modifies the law of gravitation, as an- 
nounced by. Sir Isaac-Newton in 1687, 
if the confirmation of the Einstein 
theory.of relativity announced at Lick 
Observatory by Dr.«W. C. Campbell, 
noted astronomer, is not upset by 
some future discovery. | Dr. Camp- 
bell, director of the observatory and 
president-elect of the University of 
California, announced he had confirm- 
ed the theory as a result of calcula- 
tions based on photographs of the sun 
taken by him and a corps of assistants 
during a total eclipse at Wallal, on the 
northwest coast of Australia, Se 
tember 21 last, Einstein’s theory, ac- 
cording to Dr. Campbell. and other 
western scientists is, however, much 
more complex than a mere hypotheti- 
cal statement that light is bent in 
passing large celestial bodies.

One of the ele 
ments of the theory is that light is a 
substane® and, because of that, at- 
tratted by gravity. 

Some of the interpreters of the 
theory also maintain that by virtue 
of the same quality that makes it 
subject to the pul! of gravity it has 
a repelling power because of its 
weight.

Returns from elevaters, flour mills, 
railway companies and crop corres- 
pondents to the Bureau of Statistics 
show that on March 31, 1923, the 
quantity of wheat in Canada was 139,- 
788,000 ‘bushels, as compared | with 
114,986 bushels in 1922... Of oats, the 
total in Canada on March $1, 1923, is 
estimated at 191,718,000, as compared 
with 175,610 bushels in.1922, 

-At the end of March, according to 
the reports of crop correspondents, 14 
per cent, of the total. wheat crop of 
1922 remained in farmers’ hands. 

Of the total estimated wheat crop 
of 1922; viz., 399,786,400 bushels, 98 
per cent. is reported by crop. cor- 
respondents as having proved — of 
merchantable quality, the proportion 
representing $89,987,000 bushels, last 
year’s corresponding figures, were 96 
per cent., or 288,316,000 bushels out 
of 300,858,100 bushels, The propor- 
tion of 8 per cent. for 1922 is higher 
than in any previous year since these 
reports- were instituted in 1909. In 
Saskatchewan the proportion ds eyen 
higher’ than the percentage for all 
Canada, being 99 per cent.

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Exploration Work In Great 
Northern Areas Reveals Our 
ae Little Known Resources 


Every extension of lines of survey 
and communication into the unknown 
or little known areas of Canada brings 
to light resources, the existence ot 
which had previously only been con- 
jectured. This was the case in the 
eourse of the work done in 1921-22 in 
determining and marking the Mani- 
toba-Ontaito boundary northward 
from the Winnipeg River. 

By Act of Parliament in 1912, the 
provinces of Ontario and. Manitoba 
were increased in size, the former to 
include the district of Patricia, lying 
north of the old boundary along the 
English and Albany Rivers, and the 
latter to embrace a vast area to the 
north and west of this district. Both 
provinces were thus provided with 
frontage on the tidal waters of Hud- 
fon. Bay. The new. inter-provincial 


boundary may briefly be defined as a! 


due north line from the: end of the 
previous boundary at the Wianipeg

Pominion Lands system of survey, 
from which point it turns northeaster- 
ly to the most eastern point of Island 
Lake, and thence to Hudson Bay about 
360 miles distant.

While the primary object of the sur- 
vey was to mark the boundary, ‘the

party. The length of line surveyed is 
about 180 miles. Through ‘this dis- 
trict, also, over 1,100 miles of shore 
Hine of lakes and rivers have ‘been 
mapped, the location and character of 
all timber along the line has. been 
noted, the adjacent country has been 
examined geologically, and the eleya- 
tion above sea level of all points along 
it has been determined. 

In view of the present lack of in- 
formation in regard to these areas, is 
it too much to suppose, when full in- 
formation is obtained, that their re- 
sources will occupy a place in keep- 
ing .with those of the older part of 
Northern Ontario? A reference to 
these latter resources reveals their 
extent and range. 


The per capita export of wood pro- 


ucts in Canaga,*ineluding pulp and 
paper, is among the greatest in the 
world and ranks next in our Domin- 
fon to the export of grain. The pulp 
and ‘paper industry is now carried on 
through nearly all that part of Nor- 
thern Ontarlo served by the three 
transcontinental railway lines - that 
link the grain-producing prairies of 
the west to Eastern Canada, and at 
the present time is reaching out into 
what are now the more inaccessib!

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Earth Has Luminous Tail 


May Be Gases Or Tiny Moons, Say 
Astronomers 

If.we could get a view of the planet 
on which we live as we can other 
planets through the telescope, certain 
observers tell us we would see that 
our earthly ball draws after it a lum- 
inous tail. Other planets have like- 
wise their special distinctions. Sa- 
turn has his rings, or belts, of light. 
Jupiter is covered with wonderful cir- 
cles of color, Mars is interested with 
strange lines supposed by some to be 
canals. The Earth's great - tail, 
stretches far away behind her into 
Space like that of a comet. Some- 
times on clear evenings just at ‘sunset, 
one may catch a glimpse of it, appear- 
ing as a faint glow in the east exactly 
opposite the setting sun. 

What constitutes this tail is not ae- 
tually known. Astronomers think it 
may be a huge cloud of gases, trailing 
away for hundreds of thousands of 
miles, or it. may be formed of count. 
less tiny moons, ranging in size from 
‘a cricket ball to a house, but all of 
them too small to be seen individually.

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THE BUDGET. 


If one is to judge from editorial comment in 
the leading papers of the: country, representing 
all shades of polities, there is not much to cause 
either clation or pessimism over the budget  in- 
troduced in the commons by Finance ‘Minister 
Fielding last Friday. 

he framer of a budget in a country like Can- 
ada, with its largeness of territory and corres- 
pondingly large number of ideas and problems, us- 
ually finds himself in very much th esame position 
‘as any other individual who tries to please every- 
body—he winds up by pleasing nobody. Like all 
other finance ministers that’s about the position 
of Mr. Fielding today. 

There is no doubt, however, that the cause 
for the greatest amount of dissatisfaction with, 
this budget is the utter failure of any attempt at; 
fulfillinf pre-election promises along the lines of| 
worth-while tariff reductions, or or the reduction 
of taxation by bringing expenditures within strik-| 
ing distance of the revenue. -So far .as the tariff 
is concerned, one might wellimagine the budget 
was brought in by the father of the national pol- 
icy. Regarding eypenditures and taration the 
Edmonton Bulletin, Liberal, says: : 

““It would be folly to ignore the fact that 
our taxation is a staggering burden upon the 
labor, the capital and tne enterprise of the 
people. ‘Lhe idea that there snould be dras- 
tic reductions im expenditure asameans of 
reducing our taxation does not seem to-have 
reached the finance minister. “Lhe munister 
meets the condition ot overburdening taxation 
without a remetiy and even lightly suggests .

ALBERTA’S INDUSTRIAL POSSIBILITIES. | 


The history of all large industrial centres in 
other countries has been that these centres have 
been developed because of their proximity to fuel 
deposits. ‘lhe experience in older countries has 
been that it is more profitable to bring the raw 
material for manufacturing purposes to the fuel 
rather than bringing the tuei td the raw material. 
‘Lhe correctness of this conclusion is now begin- 
ning to dawn on manufacturers of this country. 
who, for the past few years, have experienced 
considerable difficulty secuirng fuel from any 
quarter. 

This condition arises not because we have no 
fuel in Canada but because of the great distance, 
between the source of the fuel supply and the 
larger industrial centres. As long as this condi- 
tion exists Canada cannot develop industrially to 
the extent that nature makes it possible she 
should. The rate set for, freighting coal from Al- 
berta to the industrial centres of Eastern Canada 
does not offer much hope for improvement.

When to Plough 
The Summerfallow 


In an experiment conducted for ten 
years at Brandon Experimenta] Farm 
the average yield of wheat per acre 
from summer fallowed land ploughed 
May 15th, June 15th, and July 15th 
of the previous year, has been 37 bush 
els 41 lbs, for May 15th ploughing, 85 
bushels 33 lbs. for June 15th plough- 
ing, and 29 bushels 48 lbs. for July 
15th ploughing. 

May ploughing has therefore shown 
a slight advantage over June plough- 
ing, while the latter has shown a very 
decided advantage over July plough- 
ing. It is hardly practicable to re- 
commend May ploughing for summer 
fallow, as that month is usually filled 
with seeding operations. However, 
the advantage which May 15th has 
over June th, would indicate that 
the sooner .summer fallow ploughing 
can be started without interfering 
with spring work the better. This is 
particularly true where stinkweed is 
a factor, as it begins to ripen seed 
early in June, 

Late ploughing of summer fallow 
is a mistake. The growth of the 
weeds wastes the moisture; the weeds 
ripen and shell seeds which are 
cause of trouble in future; and the op- 
eration requires More power and is 
harder to do properly when done late. 
It should be the object or every farm- 
er to get his summer fallow all plough 
ed early.

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The rapid growth of membership in 
the Manitoba Beekeepers’ Association 
is evidence of the success being at 
tained with bees on the prairie. Many 
members report excellent yields of ex- 
tracted honey. Some beekeepers in 
Manitoba have secured puyeng crops 
of section (comb) honey, 


The Morden Experimental Station} - 


has done considerable work with bees 
during the past two years, The honey 
extracted in 1922 was more per colony 
than that secured in 1921, but the 
work with bees was decidedly profit- 
able in both years. Many enquiries 
concerning beekeeping are being  re- 
ceived at the Station. Some of these 
come from Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
and a large proportion from Mani- 
toba. Some enquirers desire informa- 
tion on a special phase such as outside 
wintering, kind of hive, size of brood 
chamber, crops to grow for supply of 
nectar. But the bujk of the corres- 
pondents are prospective beginners 
who wish to know where they can ob- 
tain one or two colonies of bees and 
who ask for literature. 


The most satisfactory way in which 
to start with bees is to purchase one 


* or two strong, healthy colonies in 


‘hive, complete, in the sprink. This 
costs a little more, in most cases, than 
purchasing frame nuclei or two-pound 

,or three-pound packets, but the com- 
pléte colony is simpler for the begin- 
ner, Two-pound packets of bees pur- 

jehased from the southern States in 
early May 1921 and 1922 have produc- 
ed without exception good crops of 
honey the season they were brought 

'to Morden. The packet bees are giv- 

len frames of honey in their hive. 

A large number of pratrie people 
are securing bees. This will mean 
, greater home production of honey and 

probably lower prices; though it is 
also stated that our people are using 
more and more honey in their diet and 
| that the demand for home-grown 
honey is therefore becoming greater.
